And how are you employed, air? 
A Wth the Durham Police Department. 
How long have you been with the Durham Police 
Depart sent ? 
A Almost ten years. 

Q How are you enpl oyed Wt h t he Durham Police Depart (rent? 
St 1 1 1 current I y assigned with t he Durham Police 
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Department as a uniform patrol officer. 

Prior to working for the Durham Police Department, how 
were you employed, air? 

A [ was assigned to the interstate crimnal interdiction 
unit. 

Pr i or t o t he Durham Pol ice Depart (rent, how were you 
employed? 

A I was in the United States Arny. 

Mere with the Army? 

A [ was a neuter of a S. R. T. t eant whi ch i s a 82nd 
Air borne Di vi al on. 

Mat does a S. R. T. teams do? 

A Special Response Teant it's almost I i ke a SWAT nember 
with the police force. 

I am going t o ask you t o turn your at t ent i on ' o Tuesday, 
April 5th of I sat year, so Tuesday, Apri 1 5, 2005. Wire you 
on duty t hat day, air? 

A Yes, Sir, I wes. 

Q Approximately 2:30 i n the afternoon, did something 
occur?

Q Wlul d you t el I t he member s of t he j ury what happened at 
t hat tine? 

A k' partner and I at the tine w^/ere nonitor ng the 
traffic, 85 southbound. Wt were sitting on the southbound

through Durham North Carolina, when I observed a green Honda 
•dyssey mini van travelling at a high rate of speed. 

By the time I node a visual estination and I 
corroborated with my stationary radar unit, which la a 
Cust ons K R T. N. , I cl ocked 1 he vehi cl a at 67 I n a 55. At 
that point, I left from ny parked position and turned around 
and caught up wi t h t he vehicle where I node a traffic stop. 
Just If you vA/ould tell me, sir, v/hat was the license 
pi ate on t hat vehi cl e? 

A I I was a keryland tag. I don't have the tag number. I 
can't remember what the tag number was, but It vas a keryland 
1 ag. 

I f I showed you your report , woul d t hat help, sir? 
A Yes, sir, I t woul d. 

You did do a police report for that, sir? 
A Yes, I did. 

Let me show you a copy of your report, sir.

I can look at nine. This right here i s an inspection 
cert 1 1 i cat e t hat has not hi ng t o do with Jones. 

THE COURT: It i s a certificate of title. 

kR. BALAREZO Again, date, about a year earlier. 
Doesn't necessarily mean that W. Jones owned the car on the 
date t hat i t vies stopped, which i s i n" 05. 

This right here I a a, not a regi at rat 1 on 
certificate, this is a receipt. %% don't know whet her 
Ant of ne Jones pai d for it. Mb don' t know whet her t hi a i a 
Antoine Jones. 1 1 doesn't tell us anything. There is a 
certificate of title. Again it's dated almost a year 
earlier. 

PR. GEI SE: This i s the key 6, 2005, document from 
M V. A. of their records. So t his i s what they have got i n 
t heir record about t w months after the stop. 

THE COURT: I think It is pretty potent evidence. 
• i s the regi st ered owner. This i a certainly a busi ness 
record. 

MR BALAREZO Your Honor, i t nay be a business 
record, but at I i t show i a t hat Ant of no Jones i n 2004 at 
cone poi nt had sonet hi ng t o do with this car. Does not show 
that It was at the tine he seized the honey. 

THE COURT: I t shows t hat i t vas registered t o him 
at t he t I ma of key 6, 2005. 
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Mt. BALAREZO: Do we know Mat that date is? 

THE COURT: 1 1 shows — I don't know, fifth nonth 
of t he year. 

kR. BALAREZO: That's fine. 

Mt. GEISE: 5th nDnt h oft he year. 

THE COURT: This is what they have to show who the 
car was regi st ered to. Overruled.

( Bench conference.) 

THE COURT: Mat 'a he about to say? 

Mt GEI SE: I'll run through I t al I qui ckl y. What 
he is going to describe is conversations with both kbynard 
and the passenger. Derrick Gordon. He questioned them where 
they were going. They had different stories, which, of 
course, made him suspi ci ous and a st op devel oped from t hen. 

There are really two points, Your Honor. From our 
points of view i t i s truly not offered f or the truth of the 
matter because we don't think It is true. Secondly, there 
won't be testimony that this trip was to pi ck up drugs from 
one oft he cooper at ors. So, this i s actual I y I n furtherance 
of the conspiracy because they were trying to convince the 
officer t o let them go. VV* think either theory i s 
appropriate. But certainly we don't believe it is — 

THE COURT: Yeah, M y i s i t offered for the truth 
even? They' re going to say things about where they're going 
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or not goi ng. It i a olTered t o show why he wee suspi ci ous I 
t hi nk. 

NR. GEISE: Yes, kb' am 

NR. BALAREZO Your Honor, I think he can say 
sonet hi ng t hat caused no t o do — 

THE COURT: They cool d but t hey don't have t o. 
There is no evidentiary reason. I suspect we'll ultinot ely 
find it v/as in furtherance of the conspiracy because at least 
one of t hese guys, i f not both, wi 1 I be — 

kR. GEISE: Yes, kb' am 

PR BALAREZO I t has t o be t o show t hat i t I a I n 
furtherance of the conspiracy. | think you need to show more 
t han he was a co-defendant i n t hi a case. 

THE COURT: You have to show a lot down the road 
apiece when you tie i t all up. But he can put i t i n subject 
to being tied up later on. So, sore inportantly, it is not 
offered for truth so overruled. 

( Open Court.) 
BY Mt. GEI SE: 

• Yes, air. You were describing your conversation with 
IF. kbynard. 
A Yes, sir, I \A^as. 
Please proceed. 

A He had already given ne his license and registration. 
So I was just i of or ni ng him of ny reason for stopping him 



which was speedi ng. | t old him I clocked him at 67 ins 55. 
And the 55 just so happened to be in a work zone. 

• You said he was goi ng, I' m sorry, he was doi ng what? 
A 67 f^ I es an hour In a 55 nile-an-hour work zone. 

Mat wee your conver sat i on wit h hi m after t hat ? 

A I t hen asked hi m where was he corn ng from or what waa 
t he origin of his trip. He told me he wee coning fromthe 
ylkshi ngt on, D. C. , hbryi and area. And he was headed t o Sout h 
Carolina, a city in South Carolina I had never heard of 
before. But his reason for going there, he was going to pick 
up a D. J. for an upcom ng event that he had back up at hi a 
nightclub i n Mkshi ngt on, D. C. , f or t he upcorn ng weekend. 

At t hat poi nt , what di d you do, Off I car Ml t ahead? 

A I t hen asked hi m a coup) e of questions about hi s 
passenger, who, when I Initially made contact with the 
vehicle, appeared to be asl eep. 

116sitjustthe driver and the passenger? 

A Yes, it was. 

• That' a i n t he front passenger's seat ? 
A Yes. 



Please proceed, air. 

A Men I asked him about his passenger, he could only tell 
oe hi a first vane. I t hen asked hi nt wel I , how I ong had he 
known him He said t hat t hey worked t oget her at t he 
nightclub. I asked him do you have an age on him or 



approxinete age. He couldn't tell ne that either. so at 
t hat point , I asked Ik. Nbynard i f he woul d j ust stand at t he 
rear of the vehicle Nwhile I went up and talked with the 
passenger, which I did. 

• Mat happened when you went up to the passenger, sir? 

A Men I went back up t o t he vehicle and made coot act wit h 
hi m the passenger, who was now awake and he wee at 11 1 
I eaning back in the seat. I i ntroduced myself to him and 
asked him i f he had any I D. As soon as I asked him i f he had 
any I D, he kind of sat up real quickly and abrupt-like 
offensively and asked ne why did I need to see his 
i dentification. 

I told hi m t hat , you know, we'd like t o know who 
we're dealing with when we have cars at opped on the highway. 
You know, he wee a aware of the terrorieta attacks. Just for 
I dentification purposes I needed to know who I was dealing 
with. 

At that point i n tine, w/ith a little hesitation, he 
t old ne that his identification \A/as in his \A/allet in his back 
pants pocket and asked If he could get It. I told him he 
could, and he reached in his back pants pocket, reached 
I nsl de of hi a wel I et and produced a identification.

sone fardly and to visit sons young ladies that they had net 
on a previous visit t o Atlanta, Georgia. 

• Did you have further discussion with kh. Gordon at that 
poi nt ? 

A I did. 

• Mat was t hat , air? 

A I, ' n turn, asked 1k. Gordon was M'. kbynard aware that 
t hey were going t o At I ant a, Georgi a. He said yes, that he 
we s aware of it. 

• Now, did those conversations with 1 . kbynard and 
M'. Gordon cause any concern for you? 

A Yes, of r. 

Why was that? 

^ Because f t was a conf I i ct i on of stories. I had t he 
driver telling ire that they were going t o South Carolina t o 
pick up a disk jockey f or an upconi ng event at a night cl ub 
back I n WbshI ngt on, D. C. I had the passenger t el I f ng ne they 
were going to Atlanta to hang out for the weekend with famly 
and some young ladies that they had net on a previ ous visit. 

Q You rent i oned, of r, W. kbynard had said I t was f or hi s 
nightclub. Do you renerdrer off hand what t he nave of t hat 
nightclub vas t hat he told you? 

A Club Levels. 

After you had that conversation with 1k. Gordon, Mat 



did you do, sir? 

A Will , once I f i ni shed with W. Gordon, I turned and vent 
back to 8t. kbynard, and I asked Ik. kbynard, once again, I 
said, wel 1 are you sure you' re going t o where you t old me 
you're going. He said, yeah, I' m going t o South Carol i no t o 
pick up a D. J. f or an upconi ng event at the nightclub this 
cord ng weekend. 

Q What did you do t hen, sir? 

A 1 t hen t old I*, kbynard he could st and i n between t he 
vehicles or he could have a seat on the guardrail while I 
went back t o ny vehicle and ran his i of or net i on along wit h 
1 ■ Gordon's lot orniti on. 

Q Wren you say "run their Infornstlon," what do you nean, 
sir? 

A Run I t through the network, check their driver's license 
status and the N. C. I . C. , which i s the National Cri ne 
I nformation Center, to nuke sure they don't have any warrants 
or anything like that on them 

Q Mat did you do t hen, sir? 

A Mile I was waiting on that i of or nit ion t o cone, fly 
partner, he had arri ved, and I pretty much explained to him 
the conflicting atom es, how nervous and agitated W. Gordon 
seemed t o be j uat t o be t he passenger of t he vehi cl e. 

And at that point i n tine, I pretty much told my 
partner, I said hell, I think I'm just going to write them a 



warning ticket, W. kbynard a \A^arning ticket. So, I di d 
that, but prior to starting to write the warning ticket, I 
said I'd call out a K-9 officer t o cone to our location. 

• (that happened t hen? 

A Before I vas completed with the warning ticket and once 
I ran all the Information, the K-9 officer responded t o the 
I ocat f on. I got out of my vehicle, gave kir. kbynard hi s 
I of or mot i on back, and I t of d hi m that I was just giving hi m a 
warning ticket because rrost people that are travelling 
through t he area kind of get a I i it I e conf used about t he 
speedi ng of gns. 

So I was just going t o give him a writ t en warning 
NA^ith no fines, no court costs or anything like that, but he 
j ust needed t o noni t or hi s speed. I t of d him I f he wul d 
j ust renal n at the back of t he vehicle win I e I went and 
returned W. Gordon's identification back t o him he'd be 
free to go. 

• Mat did you do? (That happened at t hat poi nt? 

A Once I returned W. Gordon's Identification, I cane 
back — 

SR. BALAREZO: Objection, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Objection? He's going to tell us what 
he did next. 

S. BALAREZO: I don't know about that. 

THE COURT: That' a what t he quest i on was. What di d 



you do next, right? Overruled. Go ahead. 

THE W TNESS: I then cane back to where ht. kbynard 
ws. Wr shook hands, and he turned around and vent back to 
his vehicle. 

■ he had gotten back to the vehicle, he pretty 
much opened up the driver's door and was getting ready to 
enter the vehicle, and I called out to him I said, 
Nh. kbynard, do you rd nd if I ask you a couple of quick 
questions. He turned and looked in my direction. He closed 
1 he door back and he walked back to where I was. He said, 
yes, you can. 

• t hat particular point i n firm, I walked t o him 
and I asked him I said, by any chance are you transporting 
any large suns of rmney, explosives or Illegal weapons in the 
vehi cl e. 

• Mat happened at that point? 

A There was a umrrent ary pause, and i t was al nest I f ke he 
held his breath, and he kind of, you know, he tried to say 
something, but it just wouldn't cone out. And after about, I 
guess, about 15 or 20 seconds, he responded back. He was 
I i ke, no, I don't have anything in my vehicle, but I do have 
a cooler i n vhf ch I didn't put any ice i n that's i n the back 
of the vehicle. And that was totally off kilter of what I 
had asked of hi m 

• Wrat happened after that? 
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A Men he mentioned that he had a cooler In the rear or 
t he hatch back area of his vehicle, he went to reach to open 
up the hatch back. | t old him I said, you don't have t o 
open it up. I said, you know, does this mean you're giving 
ne consent to search the vehicle or not. He said yes, you 
can search It. 

So at that point I n tine, I asked hi m i f he had any 
weapons on hi a person. He said no. I t hen told him that I 
was going to do a quick Terry frisk. 1 j ust patted down his 
outer clot hi ng around his we i at band. 
Q Moat's a Terry frisk, sir? 

A 1 1' a just an outer clot hi ng f r i sk, not obt r us! we, where 
you j ust pat soneone' s outer cl of hi ng t o see I f t hey have any 
, weapons or anyt hi ng on hi m 

Did Lt. kbynard have any weapons on hi m? 
A No, sir, he did not. 
Mat did you do at t hat poi nt ? 

A I t hen I of or ned W. kbynard, mV part ner had got out of 
his vehicle by t hat I i me, and I asked him j ust t o at and back 
n bet wen my vehicle and hi a vehicle with ivy part ner. At 
t hat poi nt i n t i me, I went up t o t he passenger' s si de where 
Mt. Gordon was located and asked Rt. Gordon to step out of 
the vehicle. 

And when I asked him to step out of the vehicle, he 
vent ad t o know why he had t o get out oft he vehicle. Then I 
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Moat did you or of her off\ cars do at t hat point? 
A At t hat point i n tine, t he K-9 officer had a! ready 
responded with his dog. I vent ahead and gave him the okay 
to go ahead and conduct a free air sniff around the vehicle. 

NR. BALAREZO: Obj ect i on at I hi s poi nt , Your Honor. 
Can we approach? 

THE COURT: All right. Excuse us, ladies and 
gentlemen. 

( Bench conference.) 

WR, BALAREZO: Your Honor, my understanding, based 
on t,hia offic&r: a police reports. Is that the officer, the 
K-9 officer, came in and had the dog sniff around the car, 
that the dog cane up positive, however you call it. But t hat 
t hat was told t o this officer by the other off i car. I don' t 
know / f this off i cer i n fact, A, saw what the dog did. B, i s 
qualified t o test i f y about t hat . I would say t hat i t I a 
entirely hearsay f or hi m t o cone here and say t he of her 
officer told him t hat t he dog cane up posi t i vs. 

THE COURT: So what do we care about all thia? 

RR. GEISE: I can hove it along. 

hR. BALAREZO: Your Honor, I don' t vent I 1 1 o cone 
n that the dog cane up positive for drugs. 

hR. GEI SE: f4 next question would be after the dog 
antff ed, \A/hat did you do, sir. 

THE COURT: yli" r e just get t f ng t o t he honey. I 
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i nstructed him that 1*. hbynard had given ne consent t o 
search the vehicle. 

• Mat happened then with Lt . Gordon? 

A He was very met hodi cal and very al ow with exiting out of 
1 he vehicle. He actually, once he opened up the door, he 
actually tried t o get out of the van with t he seat belt on. 
And I told hi ni I said, you know, you nay want t o take the 
seat belt off So he, in turn, took the seatbelt off. 
I had hi m t o turn around right i n the door 
t hreshol d where I asked him t he sane t hi ng. I asked him / f 
he had any weapons or anything on hi m He said no. Also 
completed a Terry frisk of his outer clothing. 

• Did he have any weapons? 

A No, sir. He didn't have any weapons. 

• Mat happened then? 

A Mhi I e I was getting ready t o pat him down, I noticed, 
when he was sitting in the car, he had a large bulge in his 
front right pants pocket.

• Nlll, did you at any point check this particular van and 
"t hi s part i cut ar nenuf act urer, Honda Odyssey, t o see? 

A That's one of the first rules of highway interdiction i s 
^ hat any conpartnents that are put In the vehicles are after 
market conpartrrents. 

I'm not asking about the rules of interdiction. I ' m 
asking you did you, at any point, check with Honda about this 
particular van to see if that was done as an after-market
